Ttie w aste wood heap continues to di¬ 
minish and pass away. 

A Massachusetts manufacturer of 
brushes receutly made a discovery in 
Maine which supplied him with material 
exactly suited to his purpose.

A Trophy That Did Not Remain 
Long In Captivity. 

THE MISSING COAT OF ARMS. 


It Belonged to the American Consulate 
In Honolulu and Was Carried Off by 
a Party of English Middies — The Res¬ 
titution and Apology. 

“Speaking of old times on the coast," 
laid an Oregonian, "reminds me of 
some of the sterling characters we 
had there. On** was Governor Me- 
Bride of Oregon, liis first official du¬ 
ties were at Honolulu, where he xvas 
United States minister. King Knme- 
humehn was tin* ruler at tl)** time. I lie 
minister was a heroic type "f a man, 
the father of fourteen children, and a 
number of his sous became dlstin- 
1 guished men In various professions, 
lb* was a true American, east in an 
ultra patriotic mold, and many stories 
are told among tin* oldtimers of Ids 
patriotism and bravery. 

"When McBride reached Honolulu 
Iu* found there were n<> outward in 
signia designating tin* American con¬ 
sulate or minister’s office, so he had a 
large American coat of arms cut out 
of wood, gildeil and decorated appro¬ 
priately. and this was Imtig over tlie 
office door that nil the world might see 
it. It was naturally a conspicuous ob¬ 
ject and of much Interest to the pub¬ 
lic. 

••One day an English nmn-of-war 
emne into port. Tin* sailors ami mid 
shipmeti were given liberty, and. as 
often happens, some of them had hi 
larious times. Among the then mid¬ 
shipmen were I.onl Gordon and Lord 
P.eresford. w ho. like all midshipmen In 
from a long cruise, were out for u 
jolly time. Walking down tin* street, 
they dhl not fail t<> notice that Yankee 
coat of ^Triiis. and as l.eresford was 
collecting brie a brae and curiosities It 
occurred to him and Gordon that this 
would ti* a tine addition to their col¬ 
lection. a trophy worth having. So 
they selected a time when the minis¬ 
ter was away and the office closed, 
presumably at night, and took down 
tin* coat of arms, hired a native vehi¬ 
cle to carry it down to the dock and 
aetuallv succeeded in getting it aboard 
without any of the ranking officers 
knowing anything about it 
••Tim nest morning when the minis¬ 
ter cairn* down to the office liis assist¬ 
ant said 

, “'Mr Minister, your bird's taken 
flight.’

Hi** ''"lit of 
arms, which was five or six feet 
across, was ‘noticeable by Its n|»sence. 
it had taken wings and flown away. 
Exactly what the minister said has 
not been chronicled. 

"It so happened that Beresfonl had 
1 given tin* carriage driver an extra fare 
r for his trouble. Some one discovered 
this and quickly reported it to the min 
Ister. who at once mad** a demand 
upon tin* captain of the frigate for Its 
return. The captain, who was inno 
cent, denied that tlie thing was aboard 
ship. Tin* minister sent his evidence 
to the captain, reiterating his demand 
and demanding an apology for the In 
7 suit. 

"Tin* captain now began an investl- 
. gallon, ami the culprits owned up nnd 
r took the coat of arms on deck, when 
it was promptly sent ashore and re¬ 
turned t<* the office <>f the minister. 

: McBride, who was there, refused to 
’ receive it. 

•“Tell the captain <>f your frigate 
that I desire that the men who took it 
r down bring it back, place it where 
they found it and apologize.’ 
i> "Back t** tin* ship went the men 
r witli tlie coat of arms and reported. 

The captain ordered tin* young men to 
" go ashore, take the coat of arms to the 
r consulate, replace it as they found it 
and apologize t•» the minister,

The Small Foaa Are the Most Deadly 
and Destructive. 

In one of Herbert Wells’ brilliant 
stories the terribly scientific and prac¬ 
tically Invincible*’ Mart inns who have 
Invaded the onrtlwind conquered Eng¬ 
land are stopped tu the ntldst of their 
victories and utterly destroyed by the 
attacks of microscopic foes. Infinite¬ 
ly small organisms, germs of diseases 
to which man hns become In some dc- 
gr«*e Immune, slay the wonderful war¬ 
riors of a planet never Invaded by 
those earth foes. What the greatest 
battleships and the heaviest guns 
could not do the unseen and unknown 
living seeds of death accomplish. 

More clearly every day the world 
understands thnt In the life and affairs 
of mankind the most deadly and de¬ 
structive foes are extremely small. All 
of the fierce mammals and poisonous 
serpents of Africa do not kill ns many 
human beings In ten years ns the 
tsetse fly slays in one. The tigers and 
cobras of India kill their thousands 
ever) yenr, but the rats which spread 
the germs of the bubonic plague de¬ 
stroy their tens of thousands. In this 
country the common housefly un¬ 
doubtedly causes more donths than all 
the venomous snakes, wild beasts, 
mad dogs, runaway horses and 111 tem¬ 
pered bulls ten times over.

MAN AND MONKEY. I 

Difference Between the Human and 
Animat Method of Thought. 

The difference Ivctween the animal 
and the human Idea of what consti¬ 
tutes ••knowing" comes out nicely In 
a piece of work done at Clark univer¬ 
sity—A. J Kimimau’s study of rhesus 
monkeys, the Bandar log of tlie "Jun¬ 
gle Book.”

from roots that winter in the soil rather 
than from seeds. 

There are less apples raised in the 
United States today than there were fif¬ 
teen years ago, and we are exporting 
morti of them. In 189.A, we produced GO,- 
OOit.OOO barrels, and in 1908, 23,000,000 
barrels of apples In 1902, we exported 
2,800,000 bushels of apples: in 1207, 
7,900,000 bushels. 

Te?ts at the experiment stations show 
that nitrate of soda is superior to both 
barnyard manure and mineral fertilizers 
for forcing the growth of tomatoes, and 
that nitrate of soda is only slightly less 
effective than the complete fertilizers. 
These results, however, do not apply In 
the case of poor soils or upon heavy 
clays. 

To iusttre a crop of large eggs the raiser 
must select each fall the hens that lay the 
desired size and it is these birds only that 
should be retained for breeders, all others 
that do not measure up to the standard 
being disposed of. S'/.e and color of 
eggs is simply a matter of selection 
through several generations and the 
trait will become llrmly established along 
the desired lines. 

Spring setting of grapes is usually ad¬ 
vised for the amateur. While this may 
be true in north central latitudes, good 
results may be obtained by setting any 
time when the soil is in proper condition 
and the vines are dormant. Fall planting 
has the advantage that it can he done at 
a time when there is not a rush of work 
on the farm and the job w ill he more care¬ 
fully done. It also gives the soil time to 
settle, so that the plants will not suffer 
from a lack of moisture, as they are Battle 
to do if planted in the spring.

Reason as w ell as observa¬ 
tion teaches tlmt cows extract butter fat 
from the food they consume and digest, 
and to produce a large percentage of 
cream the rations of tlie cow should he 
rich in the elements of nitrogen and car¬ 
bohydrates, which are found in linseed 
meal, puddings, bran, corn meal and 
grouud oats. 

It behooves the farmer to do something 
more than adopt the means of getting the 
largest return from tlie soil. That is es- . 
sential, but it is also essential that he | 
should know how to market his crops as 
well as to grow them Tlie consumer 
mustilikewise study tlie means of meeting 
the farmer halfway, and so far as possi¬ 
ble, help to abolish all unnecessary imped¬ 
iments between the hand of one and tlie 
month of tlie other. The cost of living 
has become so excessive in tlie United 
States that a study of tlie means of reduc¬ 
ing it is tlie most Important and engros¬ 
sing problem that confronts tlie nation. 
—Philadelphia Record.

Shoe Industry. 

Shoe manufacturers 'and dealers every¬ 
where are looking forward to the autumn 
weather as the agent to raise tlie trade out 
of its lethargy. The manufacturing sea¬ 
son should be drawing to a Close now, and 
it is rapidly in some cases, particularly 
those plants which are iu need of fall du¬ 
plications in order to keep in operation un¬ 
til the spring run can be begun. The sum¬ 
mer season lias been satisfactory, but there 
must be much work done before the spring 
of 1910 goods are ready, and delays are 
dangerous. 

One of the principal tasks of the travel¬ 
ing shoe salesman, now going oflt, will be 
to convince hi* customers that free hides 
do not mean cheaper shoes. The proposi¬ 
tion has been thoroughly demonstrated 
already, but the buyers have failed to 
catch the idea. This task is not an easy ! 
one, for the belief that cheaper shoes 
would immediately follow, has been very 
thoroughly incorporated in the buyer’s 
mind. That shoes will be higher, if any¬ 
thing, is a sad awakening to his dream, 
but all indications seem to point in that 
direction. 

As might lie expected, the result of this 
misunderstood situation is an unsettled 
market in leather and nothing doing in 
the shoe trade. Only a few buyers have 
been in tlie local market, and tlie repre¬ 
sent ati ves of the wholesalers are not start- 
iig-out till after Lahbr Da^,'so stagnation 
ensues. There is still w ork on hand in 
the factories* enougli fora few weeks, by 
the cud of .which time it is expected that 
more active buying wlil begin 

Orders received by manufacturers for 
men s staple lines are small and of little 
moment. Concessions are asked on siza¬ 
ble contracts The 4 output of the shops 
exceeds the bulk of the new* orders re¬ 
ceived. Eveq the factories producing 
women’s and children’s goods are w ithout 
orders, though they have work enough 
for a few weeks, on hand. There is no 
better condition among the factories pro¬ 
ducing the tine grades of footwear for 
both men and women as buyer’s takings 
are only sniiflicient for immectiate needs. 

It is up to the retail trade, now to dem¬ 
onstrate that a live market may be evolved 
for if tlie retailers succeed in moving the 
new goods to such sn extent as to require 
duplications, the wholesalers will take 
heart and see prospects of business next 
spring. In that case they will be more 
ready to take new goods, even though 
they are obliged to pay more for them. 
The wholesaler must be encouraged to 
believe that there is a buying public, who 
will take goods at the prices asked.—Bos¬ 
ton Transcript.

:he I u. c. Parker of Columbia university, 
•n I who was originally a member of tbe 
party, afterward disparaged Cook’s 
feat and engaged in a bitter contro¬ 
versy with him. maintaining that Cook 
really reached the summit of the moun¬ 
tain. 

Dr. Frederick Albert Cook was born 
at Callieoou Depot.

N. Y.. on June 10, 1S05. He is the son 
of Dr. Theodore Albert Cook.

Never Dll an old orchard with young 
trees. The soil is often exhausted by the 
growth of the old trees. It is best to 
start a new orchard before the old one is 
exhausted. 

It has been demonstrated again and 
again that early fall plowing is a most ef¬ 
fective means of destroying weeds, espe¬ 
cially the perennials which are propa¬ 
gated from roots that winter in the soil 
rattier than from seeds. 

That legislative measures are necessary 
with regard to the supply of milk seems 
to Vie questioned by no one, for it has been 
proved over and over again that ten per 
cent of the general milk supply is tuber¬ 
culous. 

Dairy products fluctuate less iu price 
titan probably any other product of the 
farm. Wheat and cotton and other crops 
may rapidly ascend or descend the scale 
of prices, but the dairyman knows that 
Ifis products will sell at a fair margin of 
proHt every month iu the year. 

Proper feeding of the dairy calf must 
begin when the animal is young. If we 
feed the growing heifer nitrogenous food 
to develop muscle and bone, and an abund- 
acne of coarse fodder to develop a capacity 
for digesting and assimilating a large 
amount of food we may expect these 
characteristics to show to a greater or 
less extent in the full grown cow. 


Spring setting of grapes is usually ad¬ 
vised for the amateur. While this may 
Vie true in north central latitudes, good re¬ 
sults may be obtained by setting any 
time when the soil is iu proper condition 
and the vines are dormant. Fall plant¬ 
ing lias the advantage that it can be done 
at a time when there is not a rush of work 
ou the farm, and the job will be more 
carefully done. It also gives the soil 
time to settle so that the plants will not 
suffer from a lack of moisture, as they 
are liable to do if planted in the spring. 

The most appropriate time to talk about 
good seed corn is not March 1, when the 
time for testing is at hand, but the few 
weeks preceding Oct. 15, during which 
time the choicest and earliest maturing 
ears can lie secured and thoroughly dried 
and cured before heavy freezes take place. 
While at the job it is well to secure more 
than one needs for himself, for in all 


probability, some hapless fellow will not 
take the necessary precautions and next 
spring will be anxious to get the surplus 
seed and pay a good price for it. 

It is only repeating advice to people— 
some of whom may be very careful in ev¬ 
erything else connected with a farm—that 
however good it may be, it will be likely 
to be heeded. IIow often we have sug¬ 
gested the manuring of fruit orchards, 
we cannot remember, but probably it lias 
been half a score of times or oftener. 
Still, t he great experience is that this 
part of the duties of the farmer continues 
to be largely neglected. On what ground, 
oftener than pure thoughtlessness, it is 
thus neglected, we can not imagine, as no 
crop on the farm will return a greater 
proHt from the application of a fertilizer 
j than the fruit orchard. 

Home Training. 

These baptismal obligations cannot he 
satisfactorily met by sending the boy or 
girl to Sunday school for an hour Sunday 
afternoon during the years of childhood. 
Christian nurture is a matter of years, re¬ 
quiring the highest wisdom and a Christ- 
like patience. The daily training in the 
home is necessary. Right here is where ■ 
the linger of emphasis needs to be placed i 
in our time. Never in the history of the ( 
world was so much thought given to the 
children, anil yet something is evidently 
lacking. There is a large and increasing 
literature devoted to the interests of 1 
childhood, books and magazines are dis¬ 
cussing all sorts of questions pertaining 1 
to the physical, mental and moral educa- < 
tion of our boys and girls. There are 
societies for preventing cruelty to them. 
One of the reforms earnestly urged today 
is adequate legislation to prevent the 
cupidity of employer or parent from send¬ 
ing children to work at too early an age. j 
The juvenile delinquent has engaged the 
attentions of wise and philanthropic men. 
The children’s courts have come into be- 
ng, and growing out of them is the Big , 
Brother movement. The public school 1 
has been developed to a high point of effi¬ 
ciency; an army of trained educators, 
many of them gifted specialists, are de¬ 
voting their best time and thought to the 
education of the young; the kindergarden 
is being established everywhere. The 
health of the children is carefully guarded; 
everything is being done to save them 
from the devastation of epidemics. There 
is a growing demand for more playgrounds 
for them ; we have all kinds of organiza¬ 
tions among the children themselves. 
Then there is ttie Sunday school, with its 
host of teachers and its vast literature. 
Surely the thoughtful world is aroused to 
the value of the child. And yet, no care¬ 
ful and candid observer can say that 
there is not something wrong. Some- 
tiling is missing. There is a lack of rev¬ 
erence, of obedience, of respect for law. 
The home is not doing its part, and 
nothing can atone for neglect of home 
training.—I)r. Robert J. Kent.

W arning. 

James,! Keefe and Edward Wollindale, 
conductors on the Lawrence division of 
the Boston & Northern St. Ry. Co., were 
recently placed under arrest charged with 
the larceny of fares from the company. 
After a hearing of their cases before the 
police court in Lawrence, Judge Mahoney 
found them guilty and lias aunounccd his 
decision, lining them each 835 aud costs. 


Prevent Injury to Children. 

Special effort is being made by the juve¬ 
nile court of Dallas, Texas, to prevent in¬ 
jury to children through carelessness in 
riding on street railway cars. Asa means 
of accomplishing this purpose, the court 
lias caused paid advertisements to be 
printed in the local papers reading as fol¬ 
lows : 

“Parents should instruct their children 
that stealing rides on street cars is not 
only a violation of law. but is dangerous, 
and results many times in accidents in 
which the violator is permanently in¬ 
jured." 

This w arning, which is printed in large 
type, above the signature of the juvenile 
court, should accomplish much good. It 
is a powerful reminder to parents of their 
plain duty in guarding their children 
against one of the greatest dangers of 
living in a city. Street railway employes 
in all cities are instructed particularly to 
prevent children from jeopardizing their 
lives in the manner mentioned, but that is 
not sufficient, for the conductors and 
inotormen have other duties that occupy a 
greater part of their attention. Parents 
should do their part, and that they do not 
always do so is shown in the large number 
of accidents in which children are either 
killed or permanently disabled. 


Safety of Letter Carriers. 

The postollice department lias issued an 
order to the effect that letter carriers will 
not be required to deliver mail at residences 
where vicious dogs are permitted to run 
at large. Persons keeping such dogs 
must call at the postollice for their mail. 
This is right, and the order should have 
been Issued long ago. Every letter car¬ 
rier lias had experience with dogs, and 
some of them have been seriously injured. 
The department has at last taken notice 
of it. and those who enjoy having vicious 
dogs on their premises will have to fore¬ 
go the pleasures of an early mail delivery. 
Others, besides letter carriers, whose 
daily duties call for visits to the houses 
of a city, would like to have some author¬ 
ity offer protection 10 them while in pur¬ 
suit of their business, but as it is they 
will have to take their chances, getting a 
bite now and then or a rent in their cloth¬ 
ing, with no recourse for the injuries.— 
Lynn Item.
